Dynamite Is 


WATER ROSE IIKE ‘PYRAMID

When the Explosive Was Touched 
Off—Entrance to Santiago 
|” {arbor Is Clear. 


Santiago de Cuba, April 7.—Fifteen hun- 
dred pounds of dynamite were used. by 
the authorities of the port yesterday af- 
ternoon in blowing up the fofward. su- 
perstructure of the sunken United States 
collier Merrimac, which has long impeded 
the entrance to the harbor. The explo- 
sion was plainly heard in the city, five 
miles away. Divers immediately de- 
scended and found forty feet of clear 
water over the forward portion of the 
wreck. e 4 ; ’ 

Yesterday’s incident was highly spec- 
‘tacular.. Residents on ‘Smith Key, ad- 
jacent to the wreck, left the island, fear- 
ing that their houses would be demol- 
ished. The overlooking hills were lined 
with people and Jarge numbers of pleas- 
ure vessels encircled the wreck at a safe 
distance. When the electric putton was 
touched a pyramid of water rose forty 
feet and the surface was immediately 


covered with wreckage and tons of dead .

GAVE THE. BURGLARS BATTLE. 


But the Thieves Succeeded in Getting 
Away with Booty. 

Frankfort, Ind., April 7.—Burglars at 
Michigantown, east of this city, early 
this morning wrecked the safe in a brick 
building occupied by C. A. Marshall, a 
merchant, and after a desperate running 
battle with citizens, in which Marshall 
was slightly wounded and one of the rob- 
bers is thought to have been shot, escaped 
with a small amount of booty. 

The safe contained several hundred dol- 
lars in cash and many valuable papers, 
and all were practically destroyed by the 
force of the explosion. The big steel 
vault was blown out and across the room 
and a drawer containing a package of 
bank bills was blown in an opposite direc- 
tion and the bills torn into a thousand 
pieces. 

It is not thought the robbers succeeded 
in getting to exceed $50 in cash, the other 
money being so destroyed that it could 
not be found or taken. The property dam- 
age to the safe, building and goods will 
probably reach $8,000. 


HE SHOT HIS BROTHER DEAD.

Pietro Paginolo Also Wounded His 
Father-—-Quarreled Over Cards. 
New York, April 7.—Pietro Paginolo was 
shot and killed in Paterson, N. J., tonight 
by his-brother, Sabbatta.. The latter, who 
also wounded his father, is in the hospital 
with his head badly injured as a result 
of a blow. déliverea by the man now 
feat; who attacked fabbdatta with as ax. 
During an. Easter celebration today at 
the home of Piztfo, at which the whole 
family was present, the brothers quarrel- 
ed over a game of cards and a fight en- 
sued. This, however, was not a serious 
affair, and Savltatta-was driven from the 
house. The celebration was then resum- 
ed. Later Sabbatta returned to his 
brother’s armed with a revolver and a 
stilleto. In the kitchen he attacked his 
father with the stilleto, inflicting a bad 
wound on the left arm. Pietro ran to the 
aid of-his father and knocked Sabbatta 
down with a tlow on the head with an 
ax. Sabbatta half rese and began firing, 

hitting Pietro twice and killing him. 

Sabbatta was too wéak from luss of 
blood to escape, and the police sent him 
to the hospital as a prisoner. It is posat- 
ble his skull is fractured and that he 
may die. 


THEY THREATEN TO STRIKE. 


Employers of the New Jersey Cen- 
tral May Go Out. 

New York, April 7.—In the opinion of a 
good many people a etrike is imminent 
on the Central Railroad of New Jersey 
system. This opinie; is based on the 
fact that Chief P. M. Arthur, of the 
Brotherhood of Locemotive Engineers, 
left the city tonight for his home in 
Cleveland, and Frank P. Sargent, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, was 
preparing tonight to Jeave the city also. 
Added to this was a statement made by 
E. E. Clark, chief of the Brotherhood of 
Conductors, who said that he certainly 
would sanction any action his men (mein- 
ing ths ccnductors of the road) might see 
fit. 

Meetings were heli today by the local 
organizations at all important points 
along the Jerrey Ca2ntral road. It is be- 
lieved that a vote as to the advisability 
of a strike was taken at today’s meetings 
of the employees. 


Czar Gives to a Church. 

New York, April 7.—At the services

STATEMENT = BY PATRICK 


Attorney Says Lfberties Allowed 
Jones Are for a Purpose—Al- 
leged Other Parties Are 
Interested in Lies Told 
by Jones. 


New York, April 7.—Lawyer Albert T. 
Patrick, who is charged with the murder 
of Millionaire William Marsh Rice, made 
a statement tonight concerning the case. 
He had been asked to say something con- 
cerning a story printed in a morning pa- 
per to the effect that Valet Jones had 
spent several hours, accompanied by a 
policeman attached to the district attor- 
ney’s office, in touring the Tenderloin dis- 
trict. According: to this story, hotels, 
concert halls and gardens and theaters 
had been visited ‘by the prisoner and ‘his 
attendant and dozens of drinks taken. On 
this point Lawyer Patrick said: 

‘T have known that this kind of thing 
has been going on for several weeks. I 
could not have swern that such was the 
case, but I have heard from various 
sources that Jones was plentifully sup- 
plied with money, was taken buggy rid- 
ing and was otherwise treated with great 
kindness and consideration.”’ 

Patrick on Rice Murder Case. 

Patrick then went on to speak of the 
Rice murder case. This is the first time 
that he has made any statement since 
his'arrest. He said: 

“Jones never killed W. M. Rice. Had he 
done so he never would have testified 
to it, especially as the district attorney 
thas promised him no immunity, nor would 
his counsel, even though provided. by 
Captain Baker, have permitted him to do 
so. His confidence is due to the fact that 
W. M. Rice at the age of eighty-four died 
of heart failure, as did his brother, F. A. 
Rice, yesterday at the age of seventy, 
and there will never be any proof other- 
wise. The only crime or which Jones is 
guilty is that of conspiring against the 


1900 will and that of perjury in the pres- 
ent proceedings. His fairy story is the 


‘result of a collaboration with Captain 


James A. Baker, Jones’s lawyer, Mr. Bat- 
tle, who is hired by Baker; Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Osborne and Professor 
Witthaus, the professional expert, whose 
report Oeborne for the last six months 
has been expecting in a few days and 
who swore that Rice died of mercurial 
poisoning, if he did not die of something 
else. 

“The object of Jones’s story is to have 
me held in prison pending the will litiga- 
tion. I dave already been in prison six 
months on the forgery charge, Without 
even being indicted, and I do not believe 
that there is any serious intention to try 
me on a criminal charge before a jury. 
My arrest on a murder charge and the 
desperate attempt to nold me is due en- 
tirely to my ability to give bail upon any 
less serious charge. The stock in trade 
of the opposition to the 1900 will is their 
already demonstrated ability. to control 
the district attorney's office; that is to 
say, that pertion presided over by Os- 
borne, over which there seems to be no 
administrative supervision. 

Tactics Empleyed Against Patrick. 

“So far the tactics employed against me 
have ‘been the giving out by Mr. Osborne 
continually of statements known by him 
to be false in order to cause the public 
to prejudge me guilty, 50 as to justify 
false imprisorment and to prevent a fair 
trial; the wrongful imprisonment of my- 
self and the hounding by detectives of 
those who appear to favor me, the abuse 
of the process of the courts by wrongfully 
subpoenaing, in the name of the court, 
persons to personally appear yefore him 
and submit to examinations in his office. 

“The use, under the guise of witnesses, 
of professional handwriting experts to 
swear that the signatures of the 1900 will, 
checks, assignments, etc., are forgeries, 
and the procuring of false testimony are 
all in the same line. Jones Swore on the 
witness stand, and Osborne admitted it 
in open court, that Jones had informed 
Osborne about January that Jones had 
killed Mr. Rice with chloroform, and 
that subsequently, in collaboration with 
Witthaus on February 27th, the present 
complaint charging me with killing Rice 
with. mercurial] poison was made at the 
instance of Osborne, in an attempt to de- 
prive me of all knowledge of the nature of 
the accusation against me until he had 
used as witnesses those whom he’ sup- 
posed to be for me. 

“TI have been informed that Jones has 
for several weeks past been permitted to 
roam the streets. So far as I am concern- 
ed, I have no objection provided that 
Jones be kept within the jurisdiction of 
the court. 

“It would take but little corroboration 
to convict Jones upon his own confes- 
sion, but it would take a great deal to 
convict me upon Jones’s accusation. If I 
am held or indicted for murder, Jones 
will certainly be also, and I would surel) 
be acquitted, but in his effort to have 
himself corroborated he might be convic- 
ted, innocent though he is, and then he 
would surely be electrocuted, for no hand 
could save him. 

Jones Staking His Life. 

‘“‘Jones is staking his life upon the abil- 
ity of the handwriting experts to dis- 
credit Rice’s signature, which Jones saw 
him write and which he shows by his 
numerous statements and uncertain tes- 
timony that he knows Rice signed. 

“Jones may rest assured that those for 
whom he has outlawed himself from man- 
kind, will abandon him when they can no 
longer use him. 

“‘As to my position, I can only say that 
I will- be vindicated and will be able to 
discharge all duties devolving upon and 
maintain all rights belonging to me, all 
of which, however, is in the hands of my 
able and conservative attorneys. 

“Of personal revenge I have no thought, 
but if I am ever convinced that W. M. 
Rice was murdered, I shall do my utmost 
to convict all implicated, in which event 
Iam sure I can prove the motive to be the 
alleged wil] of 1896 and the instigators 
to be persons striving to uphold it, and 
prove that Jones did the deed, believing 
that he could thus prevent the consum- 
mation of Mr. Rice’s plans through nie.’’ 

District Attorney Philbin was asked 
today what he knew of Jones's alleged 
tour of the tenderloin. He replied that 
he knew nothing whatever except what

Before leaving the train 
the leg irons on the prisoners gvere 
changed to handcuffs so they could go 
up the stairway to the dining room for 
breakfast. During the change one of the 
prisoners in, some way got possession of 
the key to the handcyffs. Sergeant Demp- 
sey missed the kéy as soon as they 
reached the waiting room, ahd leaving the 
prisoners in’ charge of Deputy Moore, he 
returned to ‘the car in search for it. With 
Deputy Moore sitting directly in front of 
them, Tiller fumbled with the handcuffs 
as if they were chafing. his wrists and 
succeeded in springing the lock. 

Grant, the.moment he was. released, 
sprang upon Deputy Moore, and pinioned 
his arms, ‘telling Tiller to run. Tiller 


scrambled; to his feet. and. started for the | 


door, while the deputy marshal struggled 
with Grant.and frantically shouted an 
alarm to the startled passengers in the 
waiting room, Glirecting them. to catch 
Tiller. Grant informed the excited crowd 
that began,to gather that. Moore was a 
craz-- man and told them not to pay any 
attention to his ravings. In response to 
the demands of the deputy some of the 
bystanders interfered. Moore left Grant 
in their charge and gave chase after Til- 
ler. , | ac 

When Deputy Moore returned to the 
station with Tiller in handcuffs he asked 
for Grant and was told by some of the 
bystanders that he had gone away. The 
police started. on his trail, but lost trace 
of him a few blocks from the depot, Til- 
ler was taken.to Cincinnati tonight.

Catholic Archbishop Defies Judg- 
ment of Canadian Court. 

Montreal, April 7.—Archbishop Bruchesi 
today issued a pastoral letter dealing 
with the judgment in the Delpit case, 
which declared marriage of Catholics by 
non-Catholics legal. 

‘‘Al] unions,’’ says the archbishop, ‘‘con- 
tracted with invalidating impediment for 
which competent authority has not grant- 
ed dispensation, even though civil power 
looks upon such unions as valid and legal, 
must be considered as null and invalid. 
This is a point of doctrine that cannot 
be denied without that faith be ship- 
wrecked.”’

‘DAWN OF EASTER 


TAWN OF DEATH 


Sailors Perished as Worl 
Celebrated the Resurrection, 


SCHOONERS. STRIKE ROCK 


Just as Easter Was Dawning and the 
Crews Were Dashed to Pieces. 
Only Three Succeeded in 
Making Their Escape 
from Wreck. 


Gloucester, Mass., April 7.—The storm 
just before the Easter dawn threw on 
the jagged rocks of eastern point the old 
Calais two-masted schooner Hyena and 
within an hour the waves had torn her 
to pieces and swept off her crew of four 
men. Two of them, Bimer and Bennett 
Stanley. managed to reach shore and 
dragged their bruised bodies up the 
rocks, but her skipper, Captain R. B. Dix, 
of West Tremont, Me.. and Steward Full- 
er failed to gain the shore and were prob- 
ably drowned or killed by being dashed 
on the rocks. The two battered sailors 
reached this city this morning. 

The Hyena had 206 tons of.coal from 
Perth Amboy for Calais. 

Only One Escaped. 

Portland. Me., April 7.—The two-masted 
schooner Wendall Burpee. of St. Johns, 
N. B.. went ashore off Cape Elizabeth 
shortly before 12 o'clock this noon, the 
captain, cook and one sailor being 
drowned, while the mate only was saved. 
The lost were Captain Louis Mersebuy, 
George Foster, the cook, both of St. 
Johns, and a sailor known as ‘English 
Charlie." The mate, John Swensen, of 
St. Johns, managed to reach the shore 
more dead than alive. 

The schooner undoubtedly will be a to- 
tal loss, as it is expected she will have 
her bottom pounded out before morning. 
The sea is running heavy, breaking high 
above the schooner, 

A furious gale swept along the coast 
during the day and according to the story 
of the mate. the captain thought he was 
off Matinicus, Me., when the fog sudden- 
ly lifted and he found that he was near 
the rocks of Cape Elizabeth. It was then 
too jate to change the course.

CORPSES AFLOAT ON FLOOD. 


Lives Are Being Lost in a New Eng- 
land Freshket. 

Haverhill, Mass., April 7.—From the 
Pemigswassel valley in the north to the 
ccnfluence of the Merrimac river with the 
sea, the freshet reports received here to- 
right indicated that the Merrimac river 
is likely to burst its banks at many places 
with a volume of water that will exceed 
that for many years. The policé seund- 
ed the flood alarm tonight, and business 
men on the river front began energetic 
efforts to protect their property. At a 
late hour the levee water was within two 
and a half feet of the street, and as high 
tide comes tomorrow it is expected that 
streets on a Icvel with the leve2 will be 
flocded. 

The more active volume of water which 
tcnight was overflowing the lowlands at 
Concord and Manchester will not reach 
here until tomorrow noon,-so the grenter 
rart of the damage will not be done until 
that time. There were all sorts of re- 
ports during the day of bodies being seen 
in the river, but could not be interc2nted. 
A woman's body is known to have floated 
down from Lawrence, and it was under- 
stcod that a man’s body and one of an 
‘infant had been seen below Lowell. 

Danger Line Passed. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 7.—The danger line 
was passed by the rivers here at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. At 7 o'clock tonight the 
flood reached its crest and the decline is 
expected tomorrow mcrning. Beyond 
flooding cellars in the lower portions of 
the cities cf Pittsburg and Allegheny, no 
damage was done. The Pittsburg and 
Western railroad was abandoned from 
Bennett Station to Allegheny on aceount 
of the tracks being covered by water at 
several low places. The weather bureau 
rent out a flood warning this morning 
throvgh the police departments of the two 
cities, and as a result hundreds of fam- 
ilies spent Easter morning makine a 
rericdical move to upper stories in their 
hemes. 

At 7 o'clock tonight the stage tn the 
Allegheny river was 22.8 feet: Mononga- 
hela river, 22.1, and Davis Island dam, in 
the Ohio river, 20.8 feet. The rivers are 
stationary at all points. Reports receiv- 
ed from stutions at the headwaters show 
that the rivers are either falling or sta- 
ticnary. 


PICTURE MYSTERY IS SOLVED. 


Duchess 6f Devonshire’s Portrait 
Stolen by Adam Worth. 

New York, Anril 7.—Mvystery no longer 
envelops the identity of the man who 
stole the Gainsborough portrait of the 
duchess of Devonshire from the art rooms 
of Willlam Agnew & Sons in London. The 
police savy the man who took the picture 
is Adam Worth, Time, however, has out- 
lawed the crime and thouvuch Worth ‘fe 
well known to the Scotland Yard author- 
ities and to the police of this country, 
he has no fear of prosecution.

SERIOUS TIMES ARE COMING 


So He Tells Soldiers and Urges 
Them To Be Ready To Fight 
for Him. 


Berlin, April 7.—Carefel investigation 
at Potsdam today regarding the circum- 
stances in which Emperor Wflliam deliv- 
ered his latest military address developed 
the information that during a review last 
Tuesday (not Friday as originaliy cabled), 
of a number of military bodies belonging 
to the Potsdam garrison, including the 
First regiment of foct guards, extraor- 
dinary precautions were taken to prevent 
any representative of the press or other 
civilian obtaining knowledge of his ma- 
jesty’s remarks which were uttered in 
the Lustgarten, adjoining the royal castle. 

From persons whg were present it was 
learned that the kaiser spoke substantial- 
ly as follows: 


“A hand from out of the people was re- 
cently raised against me, to my intense 
sorrow. Evidently serious times are ccm- 
ing which will try our mettle. I know 
that the army is true to its traditions and 
to the solemn oath jt has taken. know 
it will remain steadfast and faithful to 
me. 

“My conviction :s especially strong re- 
garding the guards and regardifie thi« 
regiment now present, which is tiled to 
the Hohenzoulern by indissoluble bonds 
as the past Fas shown, during the trou- 
blous times abroad andLeyen during revo- 
lutionary times at home. 

‘The authority of the crown must be 
maintained at all hazards. Woe to the 
soldier who listens to the voice of the 
tempter!”’ 

Orders seem to have been given by the 
Prussian minister of the interior to sup- 
press all public mention of quotations 
from the emperor’s speech. At Styrum, 
near Essen, during a recent meetinz 
called to protest against an increase of 
the corn tolls, the police dissolved the as- 
sembly when a speaker cited a sentence 
from bis majesty’s speech to the Emper- 
or Alexander Grenadier regiment at his 
first appearance on horseback after the 
attack upon him at Bremen. The papers 
mention similar instances elsewhere. 


BOERS WILL FIGHT TO LAST. 


Must Be Completely Crushed Before 
a General Surrender. 
London, April 8.—Lord Kitchener has 
informed the war office that eighteen 


‘volunteer companies, freed by reliefs, are 


coming home and that arrangements are 
in progress for the speedy relief of fur- 
ther companies. He thus appears to be 
endeavoring to meet the demand that 
fresh troops be sent to the front to rp- 
place the stale men. 

The Pretoria correspondent of The 
Morning Post, who warns his country- 
men again hoping for an early termi- 
nation of hostilities or believing the sto- 
ries that the Boers are tifed of war, says: 

“It becomes daily more evident that the 
ht to a finish.

The real fighting men are 
still on commando, andé, aithough the re- 
cent successful British operations tend to 
peng the end nearer, it is evident that 
the Boers must be completely crushed be- 
fore a general surrender is probable.”

ASSUAGED THEIR THIRST. 


For Days and Days Cannibalism 

Continued Until the Survivors, 
Who Had Become Insane, / 
Were Rescued by -- 
Malays. 


London, April 8—The Singapore corre- 
spondent of The Daily Express wires a 
ghastly story of cannibalism at sea. 
brought to Singapore by two survivors of 
the Nova Scotian bark Angola, wrecked 
six days’ sail from Manila October 23rd 
last. The correspondent says: 

‘The survivors, Johnson, a Swede, and 
Marticornu, a Spaniard, assert that the 
Angola struck a reef. Two rafts were 
built.. The smaller, bearing five men, dis- 
appeared. The cther, with twelve men, 
drifted for forty days. The sailors ate 
barnacles, sea weed and finally thelr 
boots. 

“On the twenty-fifth day two became In- 
sane_and killed themselves. On the twen- 
ty-sixth day a Frenchnian killed the mate 
with an axe, drank his blood and tried 
to eat his brains, but was prevented by 
the others. Next day the Frenchman 
was killed while attempting to murder 
the captain. The survivors, all of whom 
are now insane, ate the Frenchman's 
body. 

“Cannibalism continued until only 
Johnson and Marticornu remained. On 
the forty-second day the raft stranded at 
Subi, or Flat islagd, in the Natuna group, 
northwest of BoSnaeo, Johnson and Marti- 
cornu were awfully emaciated. Friendly 
Malays sent them by junk to Singapore.”

He warned the members of the police 
force that if a man opened his saloon 
on Sunday and was not arrested he 
would suspend the patrolman. Today the 
town was. closed tight. Two saloonists 
keeping open after 12 o'clock last night 
were arrested.

"’ Lake City, Fla., April 7.—J. D. Taylor, a 
Prominent citizen of this city, has re- 
ceived a letter from his son, Lieutenant 
James D. Taylor, Jr.,. of the Twenty- 
fourth United States infantry, whieh 
shows that the young man, with kind- 
néss and seven cigars, won over seven 
Filipinos and secured the information 
which enabled General Funston to cap- 
ture Aguinaldo. In a modest, matter- 
of-fact way, the HMeutenant tells his father 
about the clever exploit and of General 
nston’s full acknowledgment of his ser- 
ices. 

Letter from Taylor. 

The letter, dated at Bantabangan, P. I., 
February 18, 1901, is in part as follows: 

“On February 8th seven insurrectos, 
with one rifle and six cartridges, present- 
ed themselves. They were pretty well 
scared up, and I fed them, gave them a 
cigar each and askaf them a few ques- 
tions, and they answered me with all 
kinds of lies. 

“I told them they were tired and no 
doubt wanted to see their families, so af- 
ter signing the oath of allegiance they 
could go home and report the next morn- 
ing ready to tell the truth. 

'“The next morning they came in a lit- 
tle more at ease and told-a different tale. 
By questioning, I found they had con- 
cealed some letters in the woods, and I 
went right out and got them. After read- 
in their letters I found that they had 
not told me the whole truth, and I began 


questioning them again, and found thai ”* 


Aguinaldo was in the town they came 
from and all about. him. 

“Two days later I got his special mes- 
senger, who had all orders from Aguin- 
aldo to his generals and letters of great 
importance. I hurried him with all let- 
ters out that night at moon rise, and in 
three days he was in Manila. For my 
work I received the following message 
from General Funston: 

““ ‘San Isidro,. February 13, 7:30 p. m.—

Form of Civil Government. 
Cagayan, Mindanao, P. I., April 7.—In re- 
sponse to interrogatories from Mr. Elihu 
Root, United States secretary of war, the 
Philippine commission has prepared rec- 
ommendations as to the form of general 
civil government to be established for the 
Philippines July ist, and to continue un- 
tfl congress shall have organized a per- 
manent government for the archipelago. 

This temporary civil government is ex- 
pected to consist of a governor, a cabi- 
net and a legislative council, and it is he- 
lieved that the members of the present 
commission will act as the principal ad- 
visers of Governor General Taft, although 
there probably will be a few Filipinos 
in the council. The members of the pro- 
visional legislature all will be appointed. 

The commission will reach Manila May 
ist, after establishing provisional govern- 
ments in all the large central islands ex- 
cepting Samar and Mindoro. As soon as 
routine business has been disposed of the 
commission will proceed to the organi- 

zation of remaining provinces fn the island 
of Luzon and also will deal with the mat- 
ter of city government for Manila.

Memphis, Tenn., April 7.—A negro giv- 
ing the name of Levi Charles and claim- 
ing to be the desperado who killed Cap- 
tain John T. Day and Patrolman Peter 
J. Lamb and caused the death of ter 
other persons and the wounding of thirty 
men, women and chfldren at New Or- 
leans from July 24th to July 27, 1900, lies 
at the point of death in a pesthouse at 
Clarksdale, Miss. 

Today Captain Mason received a tele- 
phone message at the police station from 
Dr. Martin, health officer at Clarksdale, 
Miss. The doctor states that a negro 
was received at the pesthouse from 
Love’s lumber camp, about three miles 
from Clarksdale, suffering with small- 
pox. The negro, realizing that he was 
about to die, called Dr. Martin to him 
and made a most startling confession. 

He saidethat his right name is Levi 
Charlies, and that he had killed a woman 
and two policemen at New Orleans. He 
says he managed to escape from that 
city and made his way to Migsissippi, 
where he assumed the name of George 
Peters. The negro says that he has killed 
seven persons. 

He says that while going under the 
name of George Peters he killed three 
men whose names were George Paintly, 
George Roberts and B. Moore. He also 
confesses to the murder of two women 
whose names he does not give. 

If the negro is Levi Charles, alias Rob- 
ert Charles, the murderer of Police Cap- 
tain Day and Patrolman Lamb, then the 
police of New Orleans have made a mis- 
take in stating they killed him. 

Claim Charles Was Killed. 

New Orleans, April 7.—The police are 
certain that Robert Charles, the police 
murderer, was killed here. They say his 
bcdy was fully identified.

SOLD AMERICAN SECURITIES 


Enormous Realizing the Feature of 


the London Market. 

London, April 7:—The various sections 
of the market last week were, as was 
natural, under the influence of the Easter- 
tide holidays. Nevertheless a fair busi- 
ness was done, especially in American se- 
curities, in which there have been enor- 
mous realizations. The latter went along 
with a regular bear scramble just before 
closing Thursday, at which time the tone 
was strong, prices finishing a little under 
the best figures of the week. Among the 
increases of the week were Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, which rose 6%; New 
York Central and Hudson River 6; Tlii- 
nois Central 5%; Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, Northern Pacific, 2%; Pennsyl- 
vania, 24%; Union Pacific, 2, and Erie, 2. 
Canadians also attained better figures on 
the report that energetic efforts are being 
made to fight the American steel trust. 

Kaffirs presented but little interest dur- 
ing the week, in spite of the fact that the 
resumption of mining will not be post- 
poned much longer, as it is officially an- 
nounced that the Rand mining officers are 
about to return to Johannesburg. The 
fact 1s the whole market is nervous over 
the bubonic plague at Cape Town. Rands 
rose \%. 

There was no demand for silver. The 
price has fallen to 26 15-16d per ounce. In- 
dia is no longer a buyer and is not likely 
soon to resume purchases, as the Indian 
government has a large reserve. 

Money was in short supply until just be- 
fore the close of the week when short 
loans were negotiated at 3 per cent, the 
rates for fixtures ranging from 3% to 3% 
and for three months’ bills from 3% to 3% 
per cent. 

Monks Subscribe to Loan. 

Berlin, April 7.—The subscription of the 
German imperial loan did not materially 
affect the money market.: The private 
rate of discount fell % on the week, and 
call money reached 34%. The tendency 
now is to easier money. 

The press, commenting on these condi- 
tions, sees in. them indications of dull 
business. Nevertheless the success of the 
loan has strengthened the general situa- 
tion. According to The Vossische Zeitung, 
the French subscriptions alone covered 
the loan fourfold, the subscribers beinz 
chiefly monks, who are selling French 
rentes for investment here. Several of 
the larrest Berlin banks each over-sub- 
scribed the loan. It is pointed out by the 
financial press that the subscriptions were 
largely speculative, with a view to se- 
curing favorable allotments, the estimates 
of which run between 6 and 7 per cent. 

Coal and iron shares were rather dull 
until yesterday. There was a heavy ad-

Nevertheless the coal situation 
as is generally admitted grows worse. 
At a meeting of the Westphalian coal 
sya@icate the cokers confessed that sales 
were becoming more difficult.

In 
the opinion of The Frankfurter Zeitung 
the improvement in the iron trade is not 
likely to continue, owing to the dispro- 
portion between the prices for raw mate- 
rial and the manufactures. The cSntro- 
versy between the consumers and pro- 
ducers of pig iron continues, and the pui- 
dlers and foundry men, according to The 
Cologne Volkszeitung, are planning to 
sue the furnaces in order to compel the 
annulment of the pig iron contracts at 
last year’s high prices.

Jackson, Miss., April 7.—(Special.)—Hon. 
W. C. Sorsby, consul general of the 
United States to Nicaragua, was in the 
city for a few hours yesterday en route 
from his old home at Clinton to New Or- 
leans,-from which place he will sail for 
iis headquarters at Graytown. 

In discussing affafrs in Nicaragua, Con- 
sul Sorsby says that the government ts 
very anxious to have the United States 
build the isthmian canal and he feels con- 
fident that work on the great waterway 
connecting the two oceans will be well 
under way within the next two years. He 
declined to venture an opinion as to the 
respective merits of the Clayton-Bulwer 
and Hay-Pauncefote treaties, and_ said 
that it was a matter for the diplomats 
of Great Britain and the United States 
to settle. He felt confident, however, that 
a saisfactory adjustment will be reached. 

In regard to domestic affairs in Nicara- 
gua, Consul Sorsby says that the natives 
are well satisfied with the political party 
in power, and that there is no danger of 
one of the periodical revolutions in the 
near future. : 


Several days ago Attorney General Mc- 
Clyrg received a request from Hon. A. W. 
Shands, of Sardis, for a legal opinion on 
a subject of vital importance to corporate 
interests in Mississippi.

SHE MADE HIS MONEY FLY 


Notorious Daniel F. Doherty Has His 
Former Wife Arrested. 


PROCURED A SECRET DIVORCE 


But Still Pretended To Be His Wife 
and Secured Large Sums 
from Him. 


Chicago, April 7.—Daniel F. Doherty, an 
Engilsh ticket-of-leave man, who is well 
known in gambling resorts of New York 
and London, has caused the arrest here 
of his former wife, Mary Doherty, whom 
he charges with obtaining money from 
him under false pretenses. 

Fifteen years ago, in London, Doherty 
shot and killed Colonel George M. Gra- 
ham, of New York, following a dispute 
over a poker game that began on a trans- 
Atlantic liner and was cantinued at the 
Chyrchill Club, in Picadilly. Doherty was 
sentenced to life imprisonment and was 
confined at Dartmouth until 1899, when he 
was released on a ticket of leave. 

Doherty bases his charge against his 
former wife upon allegations that she se- 
cured a divorce from him while he was in 
prison, but withheld the fact from him 
and contigued to take money from him 
for her maintenance. He alleges that 
since shé obtained a divorce from him in 
Philadelphia in October, 1896, she has had 
from him about $7,000. He alsq states th 
when he went to prison he gave her over 
$15,000. 

Mrs. Doherty's friends maintain that the 
divorce was not secured until a few 
months ago, and that since belpg sepa- 
rated from him she has had no money 
from him. Mrs. Doherty has _ been re- 
leased under bonds, 


WOMAN KILLS HER HUSBAND. 
She Used a Shotgun and Shattered 


His Skull. 
Richmond. Va.. April 7.—(Special.)— 
John Bagby was shot and _ instantly 


killed by his wife today near Polegreen. 
in Hanover county. The weapon used 
was a shotgun, and, the range being 
short, the man’s head was blown almost 
entirely off. Bagby and his wife had a 
quarrel about domestic affairs and the 
woman getting hold of the gun, used it 
with deadly effect. The tragedy occurred 
about the time people were going to 
church and created a profound sensation 
among the negroes of the neighborhood, 
who gathered in large numbers. An in- 
quest resulted in the woman being sent 
to jail to answer to the charge of mur- 
der. This is one of the few cases in 
Virginia in which a woman used a gun 
with deadly effect.

The defeat of republican nominees 
in th nt municipal contests has

victorious candidates are used with 
much freedom. 

_ Brom Cleveland comes the apparent- 
ly authorized story that Tom Johnson, 
in the elation of his present victory, 
does not intend to be satisfied with an 
effort to get to the United States sen- 
ate, which was his first aim, but he 
and his friends are already figuring on 
the democratic nomination for the 
presidency. Mr. Johnson was cold in 
the campaign of 1896, though he voted 
for Bryan. Afterwards he was thrown 
with the Nebraskan and became one of 
his most enthusiastic admirers and 
supporters. It is true that out at the 
Kansas City convention he criticised 
Mr. Bryan somewhat as being “too 
conservative,” but that did not affect 
his loyal and hearty support of the 
democratic nominee in the campaign 
which followed. He was a liberal con- 
tributor to the party treasury and de- 
voted much of his time to the contest. 
His standing in the party is, therefore, 
such that he is undoubtedly eligible to 
the nomination,.although in some re- 
spects he represents doctrines to which 
the party has not subscribed and is not 
likely to indorse—single tax, for, in- 
stance. But Mr. Johnson is not ‘the 
only victorious mayoralty candidate 
who regards. himself and is. regarded 
‘by his immediate followers as presi- 
dential timber. Carter Harrison is 
very much in the public eye and is like- 
ly to remain there. The friends of the 
Chicago mayor are talking of his be- 
“coming a candidate for the senate or 
heading the national ticket. Senator 
Joe Bailey, of Texas, is out in an intér- 
view declaring himself for Harrison for 
vice pagny a but it is revealing no 
secret to state that the mayor of Chi- 
cago has no intention at present of let- 
ting himself be put down into any vice 
presidential cellar. e could have had 
that nomination last year had he been 
willing to take it.

Wells was.yvictorious ..over 
‘strong republican opposition.‘on ‘the 
‘one hand and a candidate. represent- 
ing, on the other hand, extreme so- 
cialistic elements. This candidate ran 
under the heading “‘municipal owner- 
ship,” but Mr. “Wells stood also for 
opposition to corporaton control, and 
Mr. Meriwether had the support of only 
the extremists. Mr. Bryan made a 

severe attack upon Mr. Wells in his 
Commoner, but as most of the mer 
who were most prominent in support 
of Mr. Bryan in 1896 and 1900 were 
ardently for Wells, the Nebraskan’s 
opposition must be regarded ag only a 
personal matter. Mr. Wells’s victory 
might have some national bearing if 
Mr. Bryan himself is a candidate in 
1904, but it is difficult to see how, out- 
side of this, that election can have na- 
tional significance unless it is to em- 
phasize the fact of democratic har- 
mony. 

It is well to bear in mind in the dis- 
cussion of political possibilities and 
probabilities that the campaign in 
these cities were fought very largely 
upon local issues. We would like to 
think the democratic victories indicate 
@ great democratic revival throughout 
the country, but there is no sense in 
trying to fool one’s self. As The Con- 
stitution has pointed out, the real sig- 
nificance is more in the victory achiev- 
ed. by those opposed to turning over 
municipal properties to corporations 
than in any strictly political sense. 

All this speculation about the politi- 
cal futures of the men is of interest, 
but.the campaign of 1904 is pretty far 
off still. 
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A Questionable Change. 

Upon a number of occasions Presi- 
dent McKinley has declared himself 
an advocate of improvement of the 
consular service by the retention in 
office of men who have shown them- 
selves particularly qualified and the 
appointment to other posts only men 
whose merits are unquestioned. In 
these days, when the American manu- 
facturer is finding so great a portion 
of his market abroad, when the pros- 
perity of the country depends in such 
a large degree upon the preservation 
of these foreign markets 4nd the ex- 
tension of our trade, an efficient con- 
sular service is perhaps the most im- 
portant requisite to trade expansion. 

Time and again have the merchants’ 
associations and other commercial 
bodies endeavored to impress upon 
congress the necessity of a consular 
service built upon merit alone. The 
office of consul is purely one of bust- 
ness. Only in isolated instances does 
the consul have diplomatic duties to 
perform—never political duties. He 
is meant to be the business agent of 
this government, nothing else. Men 
of business ability, then, should be 
chosen; and manifestly is it important 
that when a man has demonstrated a 
peculiar fitness for an important post 


/he should be retained. 


Time*and again have delegations of 
business men presented these views to 
congress in the hope of some change 
in legislation that will insure the con- 
sular service being placed upon a merit 
basis; time and again has President 
McKinley expressed his indorsement 
of these views. 

But profession is one thing, practice 
‘another. A Washington dispatch to 
The Chicago Record-Herald makes 
this. clear: 

The president has again surrendered 
to the office seekers and has removed 
George Sawter, consul] at Glauchau, Ger- 
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‘making the removal 


the best men in the service, The opinion 
of Mr. Mason is indorsed by Major Wil- 
Hams, the special agent of the treasury 
t at Paris, whose 

to prevent frauds ywpon the customs; by 
Mr. Chance, chief of special agents of the 
treasury department at Washington. and 
finally by Secretary Gage and Assistant 
Secretary Spaulding. of the treasury de- 
partment, who testify cordially to his 
efficiency and fidelity as an officer. 

The customs department of _ govern- 
ment is compelled to fight the German 
manufacturers who are coatianiatiar at- 
tempting to defraud the government by 
the under valuation of goods to this 
country, and it naturally requires expe- 
rience, shrewdness and vigilance to pre- 
vent it. Since 1898 Mr. Sawter has been 
logated at Glauchau, the cepter’of -the 


| woolen goods industries in Germany, and 


according to the. testimony of ‘Consul 
Genera! Mason, Special Agent Chance, 
Special Agerit Willlams and other of- 
ficers who have been engaged in pre- 
venting and detecting fraud, he has 
performed his duty with great . credit 
to himself ahd berefftt to the govern- 
ment. 

Assistunt Sectetary Cridler. of the state } 
department, who +has charge of thé con- 
sular service, and Mr. Chilton, chief of 
the consular bureau, also testify in. the 
highest terms to the abflity and efficiency 
of Mr. Sawter. One would. naturale 
suppose that such a man would be re- 
warded instead of punished by his gov- 
ernment. But Mr. Sawter is a democrat. 
Nine years ago he was guilty of writ- 
ing for a democratic newspaper in Con- 
necticut, and was appointed to the con- 
sular service by a democratic president. 
For two years Senator Platt and Senator 
Hawley, of Connecticut, two distin- 
guished statesmen of: the highest integ- 
rity and ovurity of ~ur-ose, men whd 
would resent an insinuation that they 
could be guilty of wrong. have been try- 
ing to persuade the president to remove 
Mr. Sawter and appoint a friend of theirs 
in Bridgeport to his place. They have 
been assisted by the republican repre* 
sentatives from Connecticut; by the gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor and the 
republican committee of that state. If 
thesé great men should go to the presi- 
dent of the New Haven railroad, or to 
the proprietor of a Connecticut factory 
and ask him to discharge one of his most 
efficient employees and appoint a friend 
of theirs to the place, they would admit 
that they were engaged in a very dis- 
creditable transaction, but they ap- 
proached the president of the United 
States uwnon the same errand boldly. per- 
sistently and without the slightest com- 
punction. 

The president has resisted their de- 
mands for two years, but his moral cour- 
age has finally given out. He has called 
for Mr. Sawter’s resignation and: has 
notified Mr. Crevy to appear at the de- 
partment of state for examination. Mr. 
Crevy may be an excellent man, but 
he is entirely without experience and has 
no qualifications for the place he is to 
fill. He cannot speak the language of 
the country to which: he is going; he 
knows nothing whatever about the du- 
ties of a consul, nor about the methods 
used by the manufacturers in their ef- 
forts to defraud the government. In 
other words, he is thoroughly incompe- 
tent, and under any circumstances it will 
be at least seven years before he can 
reach the same efficiency for which 
Mr. Sawter is commended. President 
McKinley is aware of that fact, and in 
and appointment 
considers only. the claim of the Connect- 
icut senators for their share of the pa- 
tronage. In his message to congress 
and in his letters of acceptance he says 
nothing about his obligations to the Con- 
necticut senators, but pledges himself to 
administer his office to the best interests 
of the nation. 

Viewed from any standpoint, the re- 
moval of Mr. Sawter is a mistake. It 
is true that sins are often committed 

the name of civil - service; that 
places are now under its protection 
which should not be; that in some in- 
stances it keeps in office people who 
do not deserve to be retained. That is, 
however, the fault of the administra- 
tion of the law rather than of the law 
itself. The most ardent spoilsman 
cannot but indorse the contention that 
in those places where expert knowl- 
edge is required it is the right of the 
government to have the service of ex- 
perts. And certainly the case cited by 
The Record-Herald seems to be. such 


a position. 
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Wilhelm’s. Heartfelt Solicitude. 

It is strange to what lengths the 
promptings of diplomacy will some- 
times urge the ruler of a Christian 
country. People who follow the trend 
of events on the great international 
chessboard have never given the em- 
peror of Germany credit for an over- 
whelming amount of decency, but they 
did think that the mightiness of the 
realm over which he’is lord would in- 
spire a sort of natural dignity forbid- 
ding an approach to sycophancy in his 
dealings with the world. But it seems 
that they were mistaken. Witness his 
recent effusion on the escape from in- 
jury of the sultan of Turkey during the 
earthquake at Constantinople: 

It is with deep emotion that I-have just 
learned what danger your majesty was 
in at the time of the feast of Bairam 
and how manifestly God has proteaoted 
your majesty’s precious life. In offering 
my sincerest congratulations on your 
majesty’s escane from danger, I cannot 
conceal my admiration for the attitude 
your majesty observed and the example 
of bravery given by your majesty to 
your subjects and to the foreigners 
present. 

I pray to the Lord to continue to hold 
your majesty in His gracious and holy 
keeping. 

Now the sultan, in his way, may be 
a very decent sort of ‘fellow. It is 
probable that his little predilection to- 
ward murder, his exceedingly indepen- 
dent system of morals and the master- 
ly manner in which he evades the col- 
lection of debts is a part of his religion 
and daily training. Still the civilized 
world has been wont to call him the 
“unspeakable Turk,” and the numerous 
atrocities that have sprung up during 
his administration would seem to jus- 
tify the appellation. 

Pass al] this over, however, and the 
attitude of the German emperor must 
still excite ridicule and contempt. True, 
it is customary for the ruler of a coun- 
try to express congratulations upon 
the escape of another ruler from some 
personal or national disaster. This is 
courtesy. But there is a way of phras- 
ing these sentiments so that they may 
convey courtesy and at the same time 
remain as loyal to truth and‘propriety 
as possible. It appears that the kaiser, 
in his anxiety to appear cordial, has 
transcended the bounds of mere con- 
ventionality.. He seems to think that 
Providence exerted especial care to pro- 
tect the precious life of the sultan. 

This latest ebullition from Wilhelm 
will probably excite more ridicule than 
sympathy or admiration. His wee- 
begone attitude at the deathbed of Vic- 
toria caused the world to hope that 
he was more of a human being and 
less of a grand stand playing sover- 
eign. But it looks as if he must always 
be jumping to the front of the s

When an ex-membet of the Georgia leg- 
islature onee quits polities and goes in for 
business he generally does so with vim. 
For several sessions the absence of “Hum- 
phreys of Brooks” has been noted in leg- 
islative halls, but this by no means’ in- 
dicates that he has become a stranger to 
the big building on the old courthouse hill. 
He has had enough of the , legislative | 
chambers, and now his visits are to the 
supreme court room or to the offices of 
the state railroad commission. He light- 
ens up the heaviness of law practice by 
the wearing of a dally boutonier —- as 
the season affords. 


“The people of our country,’’ said Mr. 
Humphreys, ‘ ke a great mistake when 
they fill their yards and gardens with 
uncertain trees from a distance, instead 
of adopting the beautiful evergreens 4nd 
shrubs to be found in our own thickets 
and forests. Profiting by this sugges- 
tion I have made it a point to fill the 
grounds surrounding my home with the 
rafe growths which. flourish in our own 
state. The result is that I have a collec- 
tion of trees, shrubs and mosses of Geor- 
gia growth rivaling in variety and beauty 
anything to be found in the great nurser- 
les. I think that one of our large cities 
could do no better work than to get up a 
park devoted to the collection of Georgia 
tree life. It would be such an attrac- 
tion as would command the attention of 
the people of the whole country. 


“A college among the pines might seem 
to Be a curiosity to a great many people, 
but we have one sure enough at Obe, the 
home of Senator J. B. Norman. It is 
a fully fledged and equipped college, set 
down in a pine forest with dormitories 
devoted to co-education and commanding 
& patronage of about 150, It was got up 
by the Normans and their neighbors, aid- 
ed to some extent by the Baptists.’’ The 
building is a fine two-story brick struc- 
ture, and would be a credit to any city in 
the south.

‘*‘We had, perhaps, one of the first brick 
buildings in the state on the Brooks coun- 
ty line,’’ continued Mr. Humphreys.

Saturday night Officers Whitley, Dobbs 
and Heard found Selina Burly taking in 
Decatur street. She was about half 
drunk and in one of her worst moods. 
There was nothing to do but artest her 
and the three officers went about the dis- 
agreeable task.

There 
will be three standing committees—one on 
railroads, one on Sunday excursions on 
the street railways and one on the sell- 
ing of merchandise on Sunday.

The ulti- 
mate alm, says Miss Virginia Arnold, 
who is ohne of the most enthusiastic work- 
ers in its behalf, and whose fondness for 
animals makes her ever alert in their 
interests, is to secure an Official agent 
who shall have a permanent office, and to 
whom may be reported all cases of cruel 
and abusive treatment of animals or chil- 
dren. It will then be the agent’s duty 
to investigate promptly each case and 
take such action as he thinks it warrants, 
even to the prosecution of the offenders 
where they are perverse, malicious or per- 
sistent in their mistreatment. 

Many instances of the cruel treatment 
of animals may be seen daily in any large 
city, especially where there is inactivity 
in prosecuting such offenses and where 
sentiment against it has not been strong- 
ly inculcated. A veterinary surgeon saw 
a farmer leading a horse into the city 
the other day with a rope so tightly 
drawn around the animal's neck that his 
tongue was hanging out. The man was 
impudent when reproved for his cruelty, 
until threatened with arrest; when he 


) promptly relented. A policeman answered 


a@ telephone call to investigate the abusive 
treatment of a dog, but when he arrived, 
the sight of the bluecoat, perhaps, had 
already caused the dog and the negro 
who had been doing the beating hastily 
to disappear. An alley-way with a 
steeply inclined entrance on Fourteenth 
street is the scene of frequent abusive 
treatment of horses and mules, much to 
the annoyance of those. living in that. 
section. Negro drivers, in the effort to 
force the animals to pull heavy loads over 
this incline, beat them unmercifully and 
prod them in the flanks with their whip- 
sticks. There is many a poor beast of 
burden in Atlanta suffering from the ef- 
fects of, chain traces which, sometimes, 
almost wear holes into the flesh. Sever- 
al times recently horses Rave been seen 
doing heavy work though badly made 
collars had almost encircled their netks 
or shoulders with raw sores, kept raw 


».. 


by the continued strain and rubbing. The 
treatment of livery stable horses by 
some of those who hire them is enough 
to make not only every livery stableman, 
but every lover of horses, ardent and 
enthusiastic supporters of the humane so- 
ciety. Chickens and turkedWs are packed 
into coops so tightly thas they cannot 
turn around and are. kept from water -: 
until they become sick and unfit for food. 

These are only,a few of the instances 
gathered from daily observation in At- 
lanta, all of which would come within 
the scope of the society. Each of them 
will appeal to those who take a proper 
interest in the comfort and merciful treat- 
ment of dumb animals, and the society 
tips in so far as it is possible, to 

ut an end to such things by timely ad- 
vice and warning where that will suffice, 
but by criminal prosecution, if need be. 
It is also the humane society’s aim to 
do other things to relieve the sad condi- 
tions under which animals live and have 
thelr being. They want to see public 
water troughs for animals restored to the 
streets, institutions which are most need- 
ful in the long and sultry summer months. 

The societies for the prevention of cru- 
elty to animals in New York state dgrive 
a large part of their income from li- 
cense fees on dogs which the legislature 
has empowered them to collect. But 
they maintain institutions for the bene- 
fit of animals which require a well-filled 
treasury. In Greater New York it is as 
easy to call an ambulance for an injured, 
stray or suffering animal as it is to get 
the hospital ambulance for a wounded 
person. And in the animal hospitals they 
are as well cared for as are the human 
patients af Bellevue and Mt. Sinai. Laws 
for the protection of animals are becom- 
ing more and more specific and numer- 
ous, and legislatures are ever willing to 
pass any proper measure asked for by 
these societies, 

In a recent article on the Buffalo Soci- 
ety for the Prevention of Cruelty to An- 
imals, Vogue has the following: 

“The society likewise vigorously prose- 
cutes those found abusing animals, and 
their agents are continually at work tak- 
ing injured and abused animals from the 
highways, and disciplining their cruel 
owners or instructing their ignorant ones. 

“The society has a pound and shelter 
in which thousands of dogs and cats tak- 
en from the street or from owners who 
wish to get rid of them are mercifully 
cared for until they are redeemed or 
killed. The treasurers report of a year 
ago showed that the enormous and va- 
ried activities in which the ‘society ig 
engaged were carried on at a total ex- 
pense of a trifle over $6,000. It can well 
be imagined that so energetic and capa- 
bly officered society must see many av- 
enues in which its efforts could be direct- 
ed with great advantage to animals. One 
form of work extension the society has 
very much at heart, and that is the es- 
tablishment of a large number of drink- 
ing fountains. It is to be hoped 
that lovers of animals will either be 
stimulated by this paper to acquaint 
themselves further with the exceptional- 
ly excellent work of the Erie County So- 
clety for the Prevention of Cruelty to An- 
imals, the headquarters of which are at 
No. 39 Erle street, Buffalo, N. Y. Or, 
that when visiting the Pan-American ex- 
position animal lovers from ali over the 
country will make it a point to visit the 
headquarters and also to testify in some 
substantial way to tBeir appreciation of 
the intelligent, well-directed and energetic 
work of this model Buffalo society, which 
concerns itself wholly with righting the 
wrongs of the helpless victims of man’s 
ignorance, indifference and brutality."

This region was at that time but sparse- 
lv settled, and was the home of the In- 
dians, the nearest white settlement being 
many miles away. From that day to this, 
this beautiful home has ever been noted 
the country round for its open hospitality 
and friendly cheer. It.was here that the 
western trader found a resting place on 
his journeys to and from Augusta, then 
the principal trading point for. the Ten- 
nesseean and north Georgian; it was here 
that the leading men of is up-country 
gathered and consulted in shaping the 
Ppolicies that later resulted in the ad- 
vancement of this favored section. 

At the age of twenty, Colonel ‘‘Steve”’ 
Tate, by which name he was always fa- 
miliarly known, visited California, where 
for a brief period he engaged in mining. 
After an absence of eighteen months he 
returned to «is home in Pickens county, 
where he remained until 1855, when .e 
moved to _artersville, and there conduc- 
t' a prosperous and flouris.ing mercan- 
tile business, erecting during his residence 
there a iarge mill on the Etowah river. 
During the war he enlisted in the militarv 
service of 9¢ state, after which he re- 
turned to the old homestead in Pickens 
ecunty and engaged in farming. In this, 
as in al) the different occupations in 
which he engaged, proved successful and 
profitable, and his advanced ideas and 
manner ing the sol] were of much 
value to his neighbors and his section. 

Colonel Stephen Tate was thoroughly 
identified at all times with every move- 
nent that had for its object the develop- 
ment of the varied resources of north 
Georgia and was always foremost in such 
undertakings. swike his father . 1ore him, 
he possessed a proper apprecie..on of \the 
natural advantages and resources of the 
locality in which he lived, and with that 
foresight, that always distinguished him 
as a successful business man, directed his 
efforts to the advance ent of the manv 
enterprises that have proven of such tin- 
told value to Pickéns county. To him 
more than to any other one man is due 
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COLONEL STEVE TATE, 
The prominent north Georgian 
who passed away in this city yves- 
terday morning. 
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the world a substance as wide.y known 
as the state itself—Georgin marble. Al- 
most the discoverer of these hidden moun- 
tains of stone, he labored ior years in 
bringing them to the attention _of tu: 
outside world, and did much in the estab- 
lishment of plants to manufacture: the 
marble into marketable products. 

One of the most important eatures of 
this work was the building o-. a rail- 
road, and he worked zealously, contrib- 
uting time and money to the building of 
vwuat is now known as tue Aulanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern railway, which today 
is hauling thousands of tons aanually of 
this valuable stone to outsice markets. 

For many years he has been vice presi- 
dent-ef the Kennesaw Ifa>-.le company, 
whose large plant is located two miles 
north of Marietta, on the western and 
Atlantic railro.d. He was also vice presi- 
dent of the Georgia Marble company, lo- 
cated in Pickens county, as well as di- 
rector of the B.ue Ridge Marble companv 
also of Pickens county. ‘iuese various 
companies have an active market for 
their products throughout the United 
States. 

Mr. Tate was married in 1857 to Eliza D. 
Buffington, of Griffin, Ga., a most esti- 
mable lady, a devoted mother and loving 
wife, always in full sympathy with her 
husband's undertakings. Mrs. Tate died 
in 1889, .eing the mother of nineteen chil- 
dren, ten of whom survived her, and nine 
of whom still live. 

Mr. Tate was a Royal Arch Mason, and 
a charter member of the Canton lodge 
Knights of Honor. He was a man of the 
very highest character, true to every ob- 
ligation and ever loyal] to his frienus, 
respected and admired by all for his 
many fine qualities of head and heart. 
In the various business transactions in 
which he was almost daily engaged, his 
word was considered by all as equivalent 
to his Lond.

siveness and he handles the subjects of 
his sermons in a manner that develops 
many important lessons. 

The services yesterday, in addition to 
being of a character peculiar to Easter, 
were the initial meetings of a revival, 
‘which is to be in progress at the church 
for the next ten days. Services will be 
held in the morning at. 9:30 o’clock and at 
night at 8 o’clock. Dr, Alonzo Monk, the 
well known minister of Knoxville, will 
assist Rev. B. F. Fraser, the pastor, in 
the series of meetings. Dr. Monk will 
arrive in the city today and will preach 
tonight. No service will .be held this 
morning. 

For the morning service Dr, Hargrove 
selected hig text from I Corinthians, xv, 
“If Christ be not risen, then our 
preaching is vain and your faith aiso 
vain.”’ 

“There is no fact in history so thor- 
oughly established as that Christ lived 
on the earth,” said he. “And if we do 
not believe that fact we must deny ail 
history. I want t6 present to you three 
simple points: : 

“First—That Jesus Christ lived on this 
earth, : 

“Second—That He was dead. . 

“Third—That He was alive again, after 
. He was dead. 

“When we understand these points, we 
have the base for our faith. It is much 
easier to believe that Jesus Christ lived 
than that George Washington lived. The 
birth of George Washington was not ex- 
pected, while the birth of Jesus had been 
foretold. And the birth of Jesus was be- 
lieved, as is evidenced by the. fact that 
the ruler of one of the greatest nations 


on earth endeavored to induce the wise. 


men-of the east to secure for him infor- 


mation as to the new born king. The.} 


wise men refused the request and the 
ruler then ordered all infants of a cer- 
tain age killed. 

en we have toddy as the result of 
the living of Jesus a system, the system 
of Christianity and this can only. be ac- 
counted for by the fact that Jesus did 
live on this earth. So marked is the fact 
of His living that. the day of Hig birth 
is made an epoch in history.

He was 
executed by officers of the law and there 
were many witnesses to His death, s0 
there is not the least possible doubt but 
that He did die. Pilate required the tes- 
timony of the centurton, the captain of 
the guards,.as to His death and the cen- 
turion testined. that in his opinion He 
was dead. Joseph was satisfied that He 
was dead and he asked for the body anid 
buried in His own tomb. The soildiers 
and the women pbeHeved that He was 
dead 

“He was not only dead. but He was 
buried in a tomb in a solied rock, a stone 
was rolled against the mouth of the 
tomb and the tomb was guafded and 
sealed.

Dr, Quillian then showed how it was 
impossible for such a thing to have hap- 
pened. He related how the Savior had 
made His presence known to several of 
the disciples, who, after the’ crucifixion, 
had given up all hope and had started 
for India. The Sermon was a splendid 
| and concise exposition of the beautiful 
story of the risen Savior. 

Dr. Quillian held the undivided atten- 
| tion of his hearers throughout the ser- 
mon, ‘ The entire service was of an inter- 
esting and appropriate nature. The altar 
was handsomely decorated with Easter 
lilies and p&ims. The special musical 
prorramme as rendered by the choir was 
particularly good, especially the tenor 
solo; “The King of Glory,’’ rendered by 
Dr. -William Owens. 

During the service’ Dr, Quillian an- 
nounced that, beginning this afternoon, 
a series of devotional services would be 
held at Trinity church. Two services will 
be held daily—one at 3:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon and the other at 7:30 o'clock 
in the evening. Rev. Charles Byrd, pastor 
of the First Methodist church, will as- 
sist at the service this afternoon. 
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Rev. L. G. Broughton last night closed 
his sunday night series on “Home, Sweet 
Home.” The series has proven very in- 
teresting. The audiences have filled the 
large Tabernacle every Sunday night to 
hear these sérmons. The swdject last 
night was “The Servant,’’ and he said, in 
part: 

“fT have no objection to your having a 
servant if you are able to keep her. Ser- 
vants often produce laziness, 

‘If you want your daughters to be 
worth anything to you or any one else, 
don’t allow them to rely upon a servant 
ito do everything for them; but teach 
daughter to . work? Yes, why not? 
It makes no difference if you have money 
by the thousands or how easily you are 
able to keep her, you cannot tell what 
may happen, She may marry a man who 
is worthless, whd will not work and is 
extravagant. He may run through with 
her money, until] finally she is left de- 
pendemt upon ther work, and yet she 
knows not how. Mothers and fathers, it 
would pay you well’to take that daugh- 
ter of yours and put her in the kitchen 
and teach her how to cook meals, and 
then take her into the bedchamber and | 
teach her how to make up a decent bed, 
to care for her room well. Teach her to 
make her own clothes, because you know 
not how soon ‘she may ‘be thrown on her 
own responsibilities and have to battle for 
her own bread.” 

“Too much is left to the servants in 
the matter of training children. This is 
especially true in the south, where the 
most of the nurses in the homes are col- 
ored people, with a very low estimate of 
moral character and with a still lower 
éstimate of the intellectual. 
our children overt to these servants and 
make them their guardians. How truly 
have they their hearts, their minds and 
their natures in their charge. And are 
you surpriséd that as they grow up in 
life they are vulgar, rough and rude? Are 
you surprised at their low estimate of in- 
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surprised at anything they do that is low 
ang degrading when you take into consid- 
ération that the first five or six years of 
a child are the most important in its his- 
tory and they have been given over to 
the ignorant servants? Servants must be 
taught honor and obedience. They must 
honor and respect those who employ 
them. It wil) not do to get too familiar 
with the servant. Servants nave a right 
to demand wages. 

“T have in mind a member of a certain 
church noted for having a number of ser- 
vants—a new servant almost every month 
—ahd when the rea8on was obtained it 
was this: She never paid full wages! What 
little she did pay them wag in the form 
of old clothes. 

“Again, they have a right to demand a 
portion of their time. Have you ever 
thought how little time our servants have 
which they call their own? Have you 
ever thought of how little time they havo 
with their families? The most of them 
have families. These servants are respon- 
sible to God for the moral and intel- 
lectual training of their offspring—as re- 
ora ry as We are for the training of

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A ‘large congregation greeted Dr. Bride- 
well yesterday morning and listened at- 
tentively to an excellent sermon on the 
subject of the resurrection. The usual 
choir, supplemented by. several well 
known singers, rendered the appropriate 
selections in a mst skillful manner. 

The text, ‘He is risen," ‘was from Mat- 
thew, xxviii, 6. Dr, Bridewell delivered a 
beautiful Paster sermon, a brief soni 90% 
of which is heré given: 

“The resurrectiggof Jesus Christ is the 
foundation truth the whole Christian 
system, From the very first its pre-emi- 
nent importance was fully understood 
everywhere it was confessed as the foun- 
dation upon which the church was built. 
The apostles were its witnesses; they 
lived to preach it. If Christ had not been 
raised from the dead they would have 
had no mission. They would not have 
been what they were. It was the resur- 
rection of Jesus. Christ that created the 
church; that made Christianity, and even 
today our Christian faith stands or falls 
with the great fact. Bring in it disbelief 
and doubt of this great cardinal truth 
of the Christian system and at once the 
whole fabric totters to its fall into irre- 
triévable ruin. If the resurrection de sin- 
cerely believed all else in the Christian 
system will] hold good, but if it be denied 
that Christ rose from the dead, nothing 
at all can be receiyed. The resurrection 
establishes the life and the claim of Jesus. 
It was necessary that He should demon- 
strate the validity of His call addressed 
to man to belief in Him and to accept 
His teachings as of supreme authority. 
Without the resurrection this demonstra- 
tidn could not have been made. If Jesus 
had remained under the hold of the de- 
stroyer all His labors would have lacked 
their crowning confirmation. Not Icss is 
the resurrection the vindication of _the 
world’s faith in Jesus. ‘If Christ be not 
risen, then our preaching is vain and your 
faith is also vain.’ The whole system of 
the Christian religion disintegrates and 
tumbles into ruin. ‘We are yet in our 
sins, and they also who have fallen asleep 
in Jesus have perished.’ But the church 
rejoices in this b-essed assurance, ‘end 
now hath Christ been raised from the 
dead.’ And-in His resurrection we see 
the completeness: of His atoning work 
and have the Warrant of ‘faith in that 
atonement presented to us. He was de- 
livered up to death for our offenses: He 
was raised again for our justification. 

“The resurrection is the seal of Christ's 
redeeming work... The analogy of nature 
teaches us that under the government of 
God, pain amd misery are the inevitable 
consequences of sin. When man by his 
fall had introduced sin into the world, 
there was no ground in the nature and 
constitution of things to give him a hope 
that prayer and penitence could ever 
atone for sin or avert the threatened’ 
punishment. It was only the plan of 
redemption fully completed and sealed in 
that. hour when Christ burst asunder the 
bonds of death that: there was opened up 
to Him a way oftescape from the awful 
consequences of his fall. The death of 
Christ was the interposition of heaven 
in man’s. behaif., The resurrection was 
the successful issue of that interposition. 
When He came forth from the tomb the 
law closed’ and the gospel began. Stern 
justice was satisfied and sheathed her 
sword, and mercy and truth, reaching 
down from high heaven? walked the earth 
in fellowship with peace and love. So. 
then, in the resurrection death and hell 
became vanquished foes. During the 
long course of forty centuries the king- 
doms of light and darkness had waged a 
bitter conflict and when Christ appeared 
on the cross, the signal for the last great 
struggle was given. Hell seemed to empty 
itself of its legions for that conflict, but 
in receiving defeat Jesus Christ was vic- 
torious. He grappled with the strong 
wrestler, death, arid threw him from Him 
overcome, He approached the throne of 
the tyrant and wrested from him the 
scepter of empire. Satan’s kingdom sud- 
denly departed from him. Sin. was cut 
in pieces and hell itself was made to re- 
treat into its darkest dungeons that tri- 
umphant Easter morning. O, victory of 
victories, sce Him dragging Death at His 
chariot wheels A leading captivity cap- 
tive!’ 
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At. the Church of the Immaculate Con- 
ception the altars Were beautifully decor: 
ated with -lilies and: cut flowers, while 
an abundance of palms were scattered 
through the sanctuary, forming a grace- 
ful background against which was re- 
vealed the marble outlines of the altar. 

Father Greene, of Macon, who occupied 
the pulpit, took nis text from Paul's I 
Corinthians, xv, 7. He referred to the 
crucifixion of Jesus Christ and to His 
death and burial. When the body was 
taken down from the cross, he said, it 
was laid in a cloth and wrapped in spices 
before being laid away in the tomb, which 
was then shut with a huge stone and 
sealed, while a guard of Roman soldiers 
was set to watch it. 

He sail@ the testimony of friend and foe 
alike confirmed the death of Christ. Then 
he argued that if Christ raised Himself 
from the dead, He must be God: and that 
if Christ be God, Wwe must believe His 
teachings. He said the mystery of the 
resurrection was proof of Christ’s divinity 
for three reasons: 

First, from the very nature of the mir- 
acle, since only R, God could raise Him- 
self from the 

Second, Christ “Himself appealed to the 
mystery as the proof of His Godhead; 
and to accomplish the rediction and 
make them manifest to all generations,

“There are some things about the resur- 
rection of Jesus that we may profitably

orieat. it was a real resurrection, and 
the only real resurrection that ever oc- 
curred. Other people. had been raised 
from the dead before the resurrection of 
our Lord, ‘but they all @ied again and 
went back to the tomb. But Jesus came 
to life and died no more. He says of Him- 
self, “I am He that liveth and was dead, 
and -behold, I am alive forevermore.’ 

“Second. The resurrection of Jesus was 
the crowhing feature of His work of 
atonement. Without His resurrection no 
atonement.could have been made; the 
world would never have been redeemed. 
The salvation of man hinges upon the 
fact of the resurrection of Jesus Christ. 

‘Third. It was the human spirit of 
Jesus Christ that was separated from 
His body at the crucifixion, and it was 
His human spirit that departed into hades. 
We are not taught that the human soul 
of our Lord passed into a glorified state 
from the cross. His spirit did depart into 
Paradise, or that part of hades into which 
all the righteous go at their death. It is 
a state of rest and peace, where the pious 
dead await the general resurrection, 

“Let us see’today what the resurrection 
of our Lord means to us in its practical 
application. 

“First. In Christ’s death we die. When 
He died on the cross the believer died. We. 
hhave died to sin. We have died to the 
world. That which we call death can 
have no terrors for the Christian. The 
believer falls asleep in Jesus, He cannot 
die, When Christ went into the tomdDb 
we went with Him. . We have already 


gone down into the grave. why should we 


fear its gloom? 


“Second. In the resurrection of Jesus we | 


have risen to spiritual life. Paul says in 
Romans iv, 4: “That like as Christ was 
raised from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk in 
newness of life.’

than His disciples. “His 
was intense. .Perhaps He suffered more 
acutely than other men because of that 
finely attehuated human nature, 

“But after His resurrection how 
changed! How strong that body and 
spirit as He came forth from His baptism 
of death. No more languor and weari- 
ness and pain. Jesus now had resurrec- 
tion life and resurrection power. His 
body was no longer subject to natural 
law. His spirit was renewed and now 
He walked in newness of life. It was a 
new life to Him; it was resurrection life. 

“‘And so also before we died with Christ 
we, too, were weak; but now we walk 
in newness of life. We have power we 
never had before; we have power with 
Ged; we have power to evercome the evil 
that iS in the world’ Boat it is not our 
power, but the power of the risen Christ 
in us. ‘I lve,’ says Paul. ‘Yet not I, 
his Christ that liveth fn me.’ 

‘Third. In the fact of Christ’s resurrec- 
tion we find the secret of power for a 
life of conformity to Him. With this 
resurrection life comes the power to live 
in conformity to the will of Christ. But 
we are to surrender our life to the rule 
of Christ and His resurrective life. Jesus 
had a will of His own, but that will was 
surrendered to the will of His Father. 
The human will of Christ revolted from 
the death of the cross. 

“There must have been a struggle in 
the garden of Gethsemane. His human 
nature shrank from the dreadful task of 
redeeming a world. ‘Father, let this cup 
pass from me.’ That was His human 
nature. But in that hour of trial divine 
help came to Him, and He was enabled 
to surrender His will to His Father’s will. 
‘Father, not my will, but Thine be done.’ 

“We must surrender all to Christ if we 
would come into possession of His new 
Nfe—this resurrection life with Christ. 

“Faith in a risen Chfist will give us 
this new life—this power to live a life of 
conformity to the will of Christ and final- 
ly power over death and the grave.’ 
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At the morning service Dr. Henry Mc- 
Donald. of Shelbyville, Ky.. the former 
pastor, preached to a large congregation. 

At the evening service Rev, John E. 
White, the pastor, preached on “The Un- 
veiling of the Mercy Seat,’’ taking for his 
text Matthew xxvii, 51: “And behold the 
veil of the temple was rent in twain from 
the top to the bottom.’’ He said in part: 

“It is the deepest consciousness of the 
human sou] that it must find mercy some- 
where. In every age of man this search 
for a mercy seat has built altars of in- 
céense and sacrifice, erected temples, 
wrought out mythologies and founded re- 
lizions. There is no higher proof possi- 
ble of man’s universal need of a erie) 
than this universal fact. 

“Thus groping and stumbling. Moses 
found the human race and under God's 
direction built the first mercy seat above 
the Shekinah and before it hung a great ' 
vell behind which the high priest was 
permitted to go once a year to make 
atonement for the sins of the peope. 
For many centuries the splendid history 
of the chosen people circled around th#: 
holy spot. It was the temple’s glory of 
glories. There was centered the nation’s | 
conscience and the nation’s hope of es- 
cape from sin. 

“When. the tragic hour of, the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus Christ was ended many 
remembered that he had said something 
of destroying the temple. Let them see 
now. Lo! He had smitten it to the heart! 
Its walls still stood, the poor accessories 
of worship and sacrifice were ali in place. 
But the life center of Judaism was para- 
lyzed. The great veil, sixty feet long 
and forty feet wide. as thick as a man’s 
hand, was rent in twain and flung aside.” 
The golden mercy seat on which for cen- 
turies no eye save those of the high priest 
had rested, was exposed to the world. 

“What ie the significance of this strange 
wonder? First the rent veil and the ex- 
posed mercy seat was God's shift of the 
question of salvation from the nation to 


the individual.

If we had 
the arrogance to make the pretentious 
claim that the people cailed Methodists 
compriged al] that is denoted by ‘‘the peo- 
ple of God,”’ our deliverance this morn- 
ing would be purely Methodistic. We lay 
claim to a broader mind, a more charita- 
ble heart and a deeper insizht into divine 
truth. St, Augustine’s title would be a 
misnomer had his motto been any lower 
than it was—‘In things essential, unity; 
in things doubtful, liberty, and in all 
things, charity.” 

The gist of the twentieth century ser- 
mons,.the trend of the_themes discussed 
in religious periodicals, the demand for 
the revision of creeds and the conjoint 
efforts of the evangelical denominations in 
Christian enterprise all,unite in declar- 
ing sectarianism as having had its day. 
True there are a few belated champions 
sti'l on the warpath pugnaciously con- 
tending for “the faith’’—their view of it.

Pursuing the thought,ot the chief_point, 
we proclaim Jesus Christ. on the throne 
the direct controlling energy in Chris- 
tianity.

To sneak 
oO: a successor, or substitute. in this 
capacity is to speak that which does 
not savor of Gad. The office of headship 
for the church has never been vacant, 
for the obvious reason that it could 
not be filled by any other than the real 
head. The absence of our Lord is asso- 
cjlated with His death and ascension: 
hence the difficulty.in believing that He 
is still with His church as He Himseif 
Aecilares. Christ is not only with the 
church alway, but in it by the person 
of the Holy Spirit. As Tertullian ex- 
presses it. in epigram, ‘‘The Holy Spirit 
is the vicar of Jesus Christ.’’ Of the 
Spirit's advent and habitation Jesus 
said, ‘I will send Him‘ unto you.” 

As head of His church Jesus called 
and ordained the original apostles. What 
He did for them He has been doing ever 
since for His ministers. This is a truth 
upon which «reater emphasis ought to 
be placed. Let Christendom give it the 
place which it holds in the Bible, and 
the solution of the much perplexed ques- 
tion, “apostolic succession,” will be the 
fruit thereof. As Christ is the chief 
among ten thousand, so the truth con- 
cerning him .are’ the crowning truths 
and claim our chief attention.

The Lord on the throne is a more 
ccmprehensive, a more significant ex- 
pression than “apostolic sticcession.” 

The importance of any doctrine is dis- 
covered by its relation to God and eter- 
nity. Are we sure that God claims any 
relation to, or sanctions the doctrines 
of an unbroken sectarian succession from 
the. apostles? What will eternity reveal 
concerning it? Is His stamp and seal on 
the ‘“‘patent right ministers’’ that make 
such a claim? Is it through the instru- 
mentality of a church that boasts of her 
pedigree and wastes time in defending 
it that God will evangelize the world? 
Is the defense of a pedigree a chief 
point? Is it a Scriptural point of any 
kind? Where will this theory be when 
the final test comes? 

Notice the relation of Christ’s throne 
to the church and eternity! “Of the 
increase of His government there shall 
be no end.’’ “‘But unto the Son he saith. 
Thy throne, O God, f#’for ever and ever.” 
External permanancy is promised the 
reign of the Lamb. He is still on the 
throne. He is still head over all things 
to the church. Of His activity begun in 
the church St. Luke testifies: ‘“‘The for- 
mer treatise have I made, O.Theophilus, 
of all that Jesus began both to do and 
teach.”” Of His activity in individual life 
St. Paul testifies: “I live, yet not I, but 
Christ that liveth in me.’ Of the same 
activity in .one branch of the church 
militant, Wesley testified: ‘“‘The best of 
all, God is with us.”’ 

The supreme, intelligence on the throne 
is not entrammeléd in His operations by 
a confinement to one method, to one set 
of ministers, ‘or to one period in which 
to set on foot a particular liné of clergy. 
But what is the proof of a true min- 
istry? How may it be attested? Apos- 
tolic fruit is one test, or what the phrase 
“apostolic succession” signifies with a 
stroke through the last three letters— 
apostolic success. To the Corinthians the 
great apostle said, “For the seal of mine 
apostieship are’ ye in. the Lord.” 

The consciousness of being divinely and 
directiy constituted is another test. To 
the bewitched Galatians who called in 
question Paul’s apostieship, he declared 
that it had neither human source nor hu- 
man medium. Said he: “Paul an apostle, 
not from men, neither through man, but 
through Jesus Christ, and God the Fath- 
er.” Aye, the real tests age the source 
of the fruit thereof. | were the very 
tests to whieh our Lord appealed concern- 
ministry 


God worked mightily. All 


gate of justified souls. Cathedrals, church 
edifices, liturgies and creeds are not es- 
sential parts of Christ’s holy catholic 
church. These are but adjuncts of it, and 
necessarily belong to the things that are 
seen which are temporal. They do not 
come within the sphere of the ‘‘holy tem- 
ple’’ in the Lord. I beseech you, there- 
fore, my friends, that ye magnify the 
Lord. Keep in view the chicf pofnt. 
**‘Look not on the things which are seen, 
but on the things which are not seen.”’ 
Be not of those who serve that which is 
a copy and shadow of the heavenly 
things. Renewed souls being the construc- 
tive material of the temple we can readi- 
ly percelve how catholicity and unity 
are notes of the true church. Believing 
souls are in Christ, and where may Christ 
not be? Therefore, where He is there the 
church may be. Our Lord’s promise, 
“Where two or three are gathered to- 
gether in My name, there am I,” comports 
with this view. Space is as though it 
were not with him who filleth all in all. 

Certainly this is so in respect to the 
blessed ‘‘communion of saints’’ in heaven 
and on earth, Space is annihilated and 
the unity of both is a fact. It is among 
the human, impossibilities to state not 
only the whereabouts of heaven, but its 
distance from the earth. It would seem, 
however, that the idea expressed in the 
line— 


“Oh, they tell me of a home far beyond 
the skies’’— 
approximates the truth. When Christ de- 
parted he ascended up far above all 
heavens. Notwithstanding this space and 
seeming separation, those who have fallen 
asleep in Jesus, and the blood-washed 
pilgrims journeying home are one fam- 
ily. 
“One family we dwell in Him; 
One church above, beneath; 
Though now divided by the stream, 
The narrow stream of death.”’ 


That comprehensive and favorite ex- 
pression of St. Paul’s, “in Christ,’’ and 
the marvelous capacity of man’s mind 
to enjoy fellowship with God explain the 
unity. 

The model of this oneness is the bless- 
ed Trinity.’’ Accordingly, our Saviour 
prayed, “That they all may. be one as 
thou, Father, art in me and I in thee.’’ 
Let it be noticed that this prayer was not 
for the existence of a unity; but for per- 
fection of a union already accomplished, 
also for the oneness of all subsequent 
believers. As certain as the church ex- 
ists so does her unity. As sure as man 
corporeal] is a unit, so sure is the church 
catholic a unit—‘For as we have many 
members in one body, and all members 
have not the same office, so we being 
many, are one body in Christ, and every 
One members one of another.”’ 

The relation of one believer to another 
is infinitely closer than any denomina- 
tional relation ever could be—‘‘members 
one of another,” albeit spiritual unity 
comports with denominational diversity. 
Indeed, a number of the leading denom- 
inations trace their origin back to times 
of great religious awakenings in which 
activity in 
heaven and on earth is manifold. Study 
and believe! The great preacher, Robert- 
son, said: “All true unity is manifold, 
spiritual, rather than formal; consists in 
manifoldness rather than sameness.”’ 

We seriously question if an outward 
ecclesiastical union will ever be accom- 
plished. Nor is it organic union that 
Christendom needs. Let the Head of the 
church be recognized in aH His functions. 
True unity will be found in Him. He is 
the great central unifier. The spokes of 
a wheel get nearer to each other as they 
approach the center: so will Christians 
get nearer each other as they look to and 
advance toward the Christ. I know this 
is the remedy for all the woes of the 
church, and if for the church, then for 
the world. Devotion to Christ is a suc- 
cinct way of stating what a Christian 
ought to be. In Christ’s religion ‘‘person- 
ality” is everything: Thus, ‘‘Follow thou 
Me,” “Thou snalt love the Lord thy God,”’ 
ete. If the cry, ‘‘Back to Christ’ means 
what it says, back to him as a personali- 
ty, then let it be sounded far and near. 

The doctrine in Christian life, in Chris- 
tian work, in the church militant, in the 
church triumphant, in heaven, which is. 
His throne, on earth, which is His foot- 
stool, He is all. He is the end of the 
law and the prophets, and the culmina- 
tion of the priesthood. He is life, and 
the overcomer of the sharpness of death, 
the bright and the morning star, very man, 
very and eternal God. Not only is He 
man, but the fulness of man; not only is 
He God, but in ~ sm? gto all the ful-

Calvary’s height, finally depicting His 
death on the cross. 

He referred to the visit of the holy 
women to the tomb, where they went to 
anoint Jesus, and the words of the 
angel, ‘‘He is risen. He is not here. 
Behold the place where they laid Him!’’ 
In these simple words, he declared, the 
evangelist states a fact and a miracle 
without a parallel in history. 

“If you doubt the resurrection,” he 
continued, ‘‘you doubt the foundation 
of truth on which rests and hinges Chris- 
tianity. If you doubt it, ask the guards, 
ask the Roman soldiers, the most alert 
on earth, ask the apostles, ask the 
doubting ‘Thomas—the thousands of 
martyrs, the millions of Christians who 
since the first Easter morn never doubt- 
ed the certainty of resurrection. You 
ask me how I can believe that a dead 
man rose again? I rather ask you how 
can vou not believe it—when God, when 
St. John, when Christianity for nine- 
teen centuries proclaims it! If this is 
not evidence enough of a fact, I fail to 
understand the meaning of human lan- 
guage or the force of logic. . 

‘“‘Rationalists may argue, but the empty 
tomb is proof, except to sticks and stones, 
of the truth of Christianity. Materialism 
Pantheism, agnosticism, rationalism, un- 
belief must find a flaw in the credentials 
of the teacher, prophet, God-man, who, 
bruised and gashed, dead and buried, 
rose again from the sealed and guarded 
tomb. Let philosophies, false teach- 
ers, false guides multiply until they are 
as thick as leaves at Vallambrossda, they 
will be silenced by the fact, the truth, the 
certainty of the risen Savior, His teach- 
ing and His church. 

“Of all our doctrines, this teaching of 
the resurrection has the greatest charm 
for the unbeliever and the greatest conso- 
lation for the Christian. 

“Coming annihilation is the greatest 
horror of the unbeliever. Men stand 
looking into the open grave, which open 
must remain until the last man has en- 
tered into it and grief-stricken cry out 
‘Is this the last of us? Is there nothing 
beyond the grave.’ And they curse the 
gods they knew and curse death and life 
and thought because the end of unbe- 
lief is misery, uncertainty, nothingness. 

“With what joy and astonishment they 
see rising out of the tomb the boy of 
Naim, the daughter of Jairus, Lazarus, 
and, last of all Christ, rising to die no 
more and to teach despairing man that 
the grave is only the gate to eternal life. 
The resurrection lesson is a teaching, 
clear, precise and consoling, and the un- 
believers find in it the first charm of 
Christianity. 

“But to the Christian the resurrection 
sums up the philosophy of life, shapes its 
destiny and opens up its fu gure. 

**The first Christian died fog this truth. 
They fled into deserts, into the solitudes 
of convents that they might prepare for 
the life beyond the grave.’ For cen- 
turies the wise world laughed at their 
folly, forgetting their victories; for 
whether foolish or not after the world’s 
standard, they achieve@l what their critics 
never dreamed of—the, shifting of human- 
ity, broad and violent stream from the
